I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1925. 

The  report  deals  with  : —

( b ) Statistics  giving  the  average  rates  (Births  and  Deaths,  etc.) 
for  the5  years  1921 — 1925. 

(c)  Statistics  giving  the  average  rates  (Births  and  Deaths,  etc. ) 
for  the  5 years  1901 — 1905. 

2.  Review  and  Summary  of  the  Health  Work  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  i.e.,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Mental  Deficiency,  Food 
and  Drugs,  Venereal  Diseases,  Supervision  of  Midwives,  and  also  summaries 
of  the  work  performed  by  The  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  and  the  North  Wales  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  ; 
both  these  bodies  receive  a grant  from  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  the 
work  performed. 

3.  Sanitary  and  Other  Matters. — Tabulated  information  pertaining  to 
the  17  Sanitary  Districts  in  the  County. 

Statistics. 

The  population  of  the  Comity  for  the  year  1925  estimated  by  the  Regis- 
trar General  was  119,970,  which  is  280  lower  than  the  population  for  1924- 
The  Census  population  of  1921  was  given  as  130,975,  which,  after  corrections 
and  adjustments  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  reduced  to  121,  989.  This 
figure  shows  a substantial  decrease  in  the  population  since  the  Census  of 
1911,  when  the  figure  was  125,045. 

The  district  showing  the  greatest  decrease  between  1911  and  1921  was 
Gwyrfai,  and  that  showing  the  largest  increase  was  Llandudno. 

The  Registrar  General  calls  attention  to  the  following  : — 

(o)  The  proportion  of  Visitors  at  the  date  of  the  1921  Census  was  unduly

The  general  death-rate  was  15.9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  shows 
an  increase  in  the  death-rate  as  compared  with  that  for  1924,  which  was 
14.99  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  districts  showing  the  highest  death-rate  were  the  Bethesda  Urban 
and  Gwyrfai  Rural,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  Bethesda  Urban  Dis- 
trict has  had  the  highest  death-rate  during  the  last  five  years.  The  Llan- 
dudno Urban  District  had  a death-rate  of  9.8  in  1925,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
note,  that  the  death-rate  in  this  seaside  resort  has  been  very  low  for  many 
years,  i.e.,  for  the  5 years  1901 — 1905,  it  was  11.5,  and  during  the  period 
1921 — 1925,  it  was  10.2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

There  are  several  other  districts,  including  Conway  Borough,  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Penmaenmawr,  and  Criccieth,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Conway 
where  the  average  death-rate  has  been  notably  low  for  many  years. 


Infantile  Mortality  Rate. — The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year 
1925  was  84.1  per  1,000  of  the  registered  births,  which  is  an  increase  as  com- 
pared with  the  rate  of  70.71  for  the  year  1924.

The  average  rate  for  the  last  five  years  (1921 — 25)  was  78.1  per  1,000 
registered  births  ; which  is  higher  by  2.3  per  1,000  registered  births  than  the 
average  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  that  period. 


During  the  period  1901 — 1905,  the  average  infantile  mortality  rate  was 


135. 
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The  improvement  is  very  marked  and  shows  a saving  of  infant  life  to 
the  extent  of  42.2%  as  compared  with  the  average  rate  for  the  period  1901 — 
1905. 

The  saving  of  infant  life  is  a very  important  factor,  and  it  is  mainly 
due  to  the  activities  carried  out  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Schemes.  Furthermore,  one  has  to  take  into  consideration  the  many  other 
great  benefits  which  these  schemes  bring  within  the  reach  of  the  child  popul- 
ation, e.g.,  Hospital  and  other  special  treatment,  advice,  milk  in  necessitous 
cases,  and  the  general  welfare  of  every  infant. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  as  to  what  is  considered  a satisfactory 
infantile  mortality  rate.  This  must,  of  necessity,  differ  even  in  adjoining 
districts  in  the  same  county,  as  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  often  affected 
by  hereditary  diseases,  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  parents,  and  the 
housing  conditions,  etc.,  but  the  zeal  and  capability  of  those  undertaking 
Child  W7elfare  work  in  the  districts  materially  assists  in  promoting  this 
important  branch  of  the  Medical  Service.

In  comparing  the  Infantile  Mortality  rates  with  those  for  1901 — 1905, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  figures  for  the  Caernarvon  and  Bethesda  Districts 
show  a very  marked  improvement,  and  that  the  Criccieth  and  Portmadoc 
Urban  Districts  have  a low  average  infantile  mortality  rate  since  1900.

Zymotic  Diseases. — There  were  34  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  during 
the  year  1925,  which  works  out  at  a rate  of  .28  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Seventeen  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  W^hooping  Cough  and  Measles,  and 
9 deaths  were  attributed  to  Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  and  Whooping  Cough 
were  considerably  higher  in  the  Rural  Districts  than  in  the  Urban  Districts, 
although  the  population  is  about  the  same. 

The  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  Fever  numbered 
8,  and  this  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseaseg 
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since  1900  can,  to  a very  large  extent,  be  attributed  to'  the  isolation  accom- 
modation provided  in  this  County,  and  to  the  enlightenment  of  the  general 
public  as  to  the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  having  their  children  treated 
and  nursed  in  properly  equipped  Institutions. 

The  following  districts  had  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  during 
the  year  1925  : — Pwllheli  Borough,  Portmadoc,  Penmaenmawr,  Criccieth, 
and  Bettwsycoed  Urban  Districts,  and  the  Glaslyn  Rural  District. 

The  average  Zymotic  Mortality  rate  for  the  last  five  years  was  .31  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  and  the  three  districts  with  the  highest  rate  dusing 
that  period  were  Caernarvon  Borough  and  Portmadoc  Urban  District,  and 
the  Ogwen  Rural  District. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  figures  for  the  5 years  1921 — 1925  with 
those  for  the  period  1901 — 1905.  In  perusing  the  Health  Reports  for  the 
years  1901 — 1905,  one  frequently  finds  that  there  were  more  deaths  due  to 
fevers  in  one  single  district  than  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  fevers  in 
the  whole  County  during  the  year  1925. 

The  late  Dr.  Peter  Fraser,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  his  Annual 
Report  for  1900,"  reports  as  follows  : — “ for  the  sixth  time  during  the  last 
seven  years  Smallpox  was  imported  into  the  District,”  and  concludes  with 
the  advice,  which  is  specially  applicable  today,  “ the  neceessity  for  the 
protection  of  the  community  by  means  of  thorough  vaccination  and  re- 
vaccination.” 

The  freedom  of  this  County  from  smallpox  dining  the  last  18  years 
ought  to  stimulate  the  population  to  use  all  scientific  means  to  protect  them- 
selves against  this  scourge,  which  is  so  easily  contracted.  This  disease,  not  ‘ 
only  endangers  life,  but  is  one  which  is  most  difficult  to  eradicate. 

Tuberculosis. — The  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  1925 
was  1.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  (193  deaths).

The  Bettwsycoed  Urban  District  was  the  only  district  where  no  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  1925. 

The  Llandudno  and  Llanfairfechan  Urban  Districts  have  a low  average 
death-  rate  for  the  last  five  years.  In  fact,  Llandudno  has  had  a low  average 
death-rate  from  this  disease  for  the  past  20  years. 
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Several  districts  show  a marked  improvement  in  the  death-rate  for  the 
period  1921 — 1925  as  compared  to  the  death-rate  in  the  5 years  period  1901

It  will  be  observed  that  the  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  is  high  in 
some  of  the  Slate  Quarrying  districts,  and  enquiries  were  made  lome  years 
ago  by  the  late  Dr.  Fraser  and  myself  as  to  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
amongst  Slate  Quarrymen.  This  question  has  recently  had  further  con- 
sideration, which  led  to  a special  enquiry  being  made  by  one  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Inspectors,  who  will  submit  a full  report  to  the  Minister  of  Health 

In  the  year  1900  practically  nothing  was  done  in  this  County  regrading 
the  Special  treatment  and  eradication  of  Tuberculosis,  but  the  work  is  now, 
and  has  been  since  1913,  undertaken  by  the  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  Nation- 
al Memorial  Association  under  a staff  of  specialised  officers,  who  devote 
their  whole  energies  to  the  treatment  and  eradication  of  this  disease.  The 
decrease  in  the  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  since  1900  is  27%  and  when 
one  considers  the  many  activities  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Assoc- 
iation, i.e.,  Home,  Institute,  Hospital  and  Sanatoria  treatment,  and  an 
organised  lecturing  campaign,  together  with  the  activities  of  the  officials  of 
the  various  Public  Health  Authorities,  the  decrease  in  the  death-rate  does 
not  come  up  to  expectation. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  area  is  greatly  handicapped  in  his 
work  and  I venture  to  put  forward  the  following  suggestions  : — 

The  official  notification  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  a statutory  duty  on 
the  General  Practitioner  or  Tuberculosis  Officer.  It  is  obvious  that  there 
are  many  deterrents  to  early  notification,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  if 
any  good  results  are  to  be  derived.  It  must  be  admitted  that  there  are 
difficulties  in  the  matter  of  notification.  This  is  especially  so,  when  the 
patients  are  in  fair  health  and  able  to  work,  but  this  is  the  period  when  the 
greatest  benefits  can  be  derived,  and  the  best  advice  given  by  the  Tuber- 
culosis Officer.  Again,  the  returns  show  that  in  a large  proportion  of  cases, 
the  first  intimation  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis,  is  the  notification  of  death, 
which  is  of  no  useful  purpose.  Out  of  193  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during 
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the  year  1925,  63  were  not  notified.  In  nay  opinion,  the  remedy  is  for  Gen- 
eral Practitioners  to  confer  with  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  if  there  is  the  least 
suspicion  that  the  case  is  one  of  Tuberculosis,  and  on  receipt  of  the  latter’s 
report,  the  General  Practitioner  should  officially  notify  each  positive  case  to 
the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  prescribed  form.  Some  of  the 
patients  object  to  the  visits  paid  to  the  homes  by  Sanitary  and  other  Officers, 
on  account  of  the  publicity  it  causes.  This  work  could  be  efficiently  per- 
formed by  an  experienced  Health  Visitor,  whose  work  is  not  wholly  con- 
fined to  T.B.  work,  and  her  reports  could  be  submitted  to  the  Sanitary 
Authorities  and  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  question. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  Medical  Practitioners  have  again  been  cir- 
cularised, calling  their  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Reg- 
ulations with  regard  to  the  early  notification  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Admission  to  and  Discharge  of  Patients  from  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria.- — 
It  is  important  that  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  Superintendents  of 
Institutions  should  be  furnished  with  a copy  of  Form  T.I.  (Wales)  in  respect 
of  each  case  of  Tuberculosis,  which  gives  a complete  survey  of  the  Home 
conditions  of  the  patient. 

Local  Authorities  are  now  empowered  under  Public  Heatht  Acts.  1925 
(Section  62)  to  compel  patients,  in  exceptional  cases,  to  enter  properly 
equipped  Institutions,  where  they  are  detained  and  properly  treated.  When 
such  action  is  necessary,  it  is  most  important  that  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
and  the  Health  Authorities  should  act  in  close  co-operation,  and,  unless  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  is  supplied  with  particulars 
of  the  Home  and  its  suitability  for  the  reception  of  a patient  after  treatment 
in  an  Institution,  when  he  (she)  seeks  discharge,  very  little  benefit  can  be 
expected  from  this  order.  The  Minister  of  Health  has  made  an  Order  auth- 
orising the  County  Council  to  be  an  authority  for  the  purpose  of  executing 
and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuber- 
culosis) Regulations,  1925.f

General  Objects. 

(1)  To  ensure  that  the  benefits  of  treatment  in  Residential  Institutions 
are  not  lost  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  either  through  financial  or  domestic 
considerations  preventing  patients  from  accepting  or  continuing  such  treat- 
ment, or,  more  especially,  through  the  operation  of  ignorance,  poverty, 
unemployment  or  domestic  obligations  after  return  from  Residential  In- 
stitutions to  home  conditions. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  patients  under  Dispensary  or  Domiciliary  Treatment, 
to  co-operate  with  the  Tuberculosis  Physician,  the  Family  Doctor  or  the 
Health  Authorities  in  rendering  the  home  conditions  as  similar  as  possible  to 
those  provided  at  Sanatoria,  and  in  diminishing  the  risk  of  infection  in  the 
household. 

(3)  Through  sympathetic  and  well-informed  Visitors  acting  not  as 
officials,  but  as  friends,  to  bring  to  the  sufferers  and  their  dependents  hope, 
moral  courage,  practical  wisdom  in  their  difficulties  and  the  material  help 
necessary  in  following  the  advice  of  the  Physicians  and  Health  Visitors. 

' These  objects  may  be  served  by  assuming  within  the  sphere  of  their 
operations  responsibility  for  the  following  activities  or  such  of  them  as  local 
circumstances  may  indicate  as  advisable  : — 

(а)  Provision  of  financial  assistance  where  careful  enquiry  justifies  it. 

(б)  Provision  of  extra  room  or  additional  bed  accommodation. 

(c)  Provision  of  extra  nourishment  where  this  is  recommended  either 
for  the  patient  or  dependents. 

( d ) Provision  of  clothing  for  necessitous  cases  or  their  dependents. 

(e)  Provision  of  open-air  shelters. 

(/)  Removal  of  patient  to  friends  or  relatives  residing  in  the  country  or 
advantageously  situated  as  regards  housing,  provided  that  this  can  be  ar- 
ranged without  risk  or  spreading  infection. 

( g ) Relief  of  the  family  by  the  boarding  out  of  children  or  the  finding 
of  work  for  other  members. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  children  and  of  the  home  during 
the  absence  of  the  mother  or  housewife. 

(i)  Help  to  the  patient  to  find  suitable  employment  or  such  desirable 
modification  of  the  existing  employment  as  can  be  arranged  with  the  em- 
ployer. 

(j)  To  see  that  the  facilities  for  treatment  are  taken  advantage  of. 

( k ) To  ascertain  whether  the  house,  clothing  and  bedding  of  a patient 
have  been  disinfected  after  the  death  or  removal  of  a patient  to  an  instit- 
ution. 
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( l ) Generally  to  promote  the  health  and  comfort  of  those  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 

It  is  necessary  that  : — 

(A)  The  greatest  tact  and  sympathy  be  excercised  and  only  such  cases 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  require  care  and  assistance 
shall  be  visited.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer,  specifying  in  writing  his  recom- 
mendations. 

(B)  All  cases  which  do  not  come  under  (A)  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Local  Care  Committees  require  care  and  assistance,  to  be  reported  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Central  Care  Committee  for  invest- 
igation. 

(C)  The  history  of  every  case  of  Tuberculosis  is  recorded  in  the  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  by  means  of  the  Card  Index  System,  and 
it  is  found  necessary  at  times  to  institute  enquiries  as  to  the  progress  of  the 
patients.  When  enquiries  of  this  nature  are  asked  for,  it  is  very  important 
that  they  should  be  enquired  into  without  in  any  way  prejudicing  the  patient 
in  the  eyes  of  his  employers  or  other  persons. 


The  prevalence  of  this  disease  calls  for  every  possible  effort  to  be  made 
by  Public  Health  Officials,  and  periodical  conferences  between  officials  of 
the  County  Council,  Combined  Sanitary  Authority  and  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association  would  be  of  assistance. 

Food. — The  quality  of  the  food  in  this  County  has  received  my  attention 
and  generally,  I find  that  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  regard  to  quality, 
cooking,  and  the  knowledge  of  its  nutritive  value. 

A survey  is  being  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  food  partaken  of  by  the  large  number  of  children  who  eat  their 
mid-day  meals  at  school,  and  definite  steps  will,  no  doubt,  be  taken  by  the 
Local  Education  Authority  to  effect  an  improvement  in  this  direction. 

In  some  schools  one  often  comes  across  as  many  as  40  children  whose 
mid-day  meal  consists  of  bread  and  butter  or  margarine  and  stewed  tea. 
This  is  not  an  isolated  case,  but  is  generally  the  case  amongst  growing  chil- 
dren who  eat  their  mid-day  meal  at  school.  Again,  there  is  the  zeal  of  some 
parents  to  acquire  education  for  their  children  at  the  expense  of  not  provid- 
ing them  with  proper  nourishing  food,  with  the  result  that  they  eventually 
find  all  their  efforts  wasted  when  their  offspring  develop  Tuberculosis  or 
other  diseases. 

Many  thousnads  of  working  men  who  have  to  eat  their  mid-day  meal 
away  from  home,  when  working  in  quarries  and  other  industries,  very  fre- 
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quently  neglect  this  important  meal  and  satisfy  themselves  with  tea  and 
bread  and  butter. 


Housing. — The  summary  embodied  in  the  Report  shows  the  position  as 
regards  the  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  last  five  years;  The 
housing  question  plays  an  important  part  as  to  the  health  of  the  community 
as  it  must  follow  that  an  insanitary,  dark,  damp  house  will  gradually  affect 
the  strongest  constitution,  and  render  it  susceptible  to  disease. 


Hereditary  Diseases. — Certain  families  are  susceptible  to  Tuberculosis, 
and  in  such  cases  advice  should  be  given  as  to  what  vocation  in  life  they  should 
encourage  their  children  to  follow. 


Respiratory  Diseases. — There  were  248  deaths  from  Respiratory  Diseases 
in  1925,  which  works  out  at  a rate  of  2.06  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
following  are  the  rates  for  previous  years  : —

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In  comparing  the  returns  for  the  years  1901 — 1905  and  1921- — 25,  a 
marked  increase  is  found  in  the  Cancer  death-rate,  i.e.,  from  1.1  to  1.6  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  and  further  in  the  five  years  1901 — 1905  the  death- 
rate  in  the  Urban  and  Rural  areas  was  similar,  whilst  during  the  period 
1921 — 1925  there  is  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  rural 
areas  as  compared  to  those  in  Urban  areas.  The  incidence  of  Cancer  in  some 
districts  has  been  very  high  during  the  last  25  years.  In  the  Bethesda  Urban 
District  there  was  a very  high  average  death-rate  from  Cancer  during  the 
period  1901 — 05,  which  still  remains  very  high  for  the  period  1921—1925. 
Again,  the  incidence  of  Cancer  in  some  districts  shows  a decrease  in  the 
death-rate  during  the  last  20  years,  i.e.  : —

but  all  other  districts  show  an  increased  death-rate  from  this  disease. 

The  increase  in  the  Cancer  death-rate  calls  for  serious  consideration  as 
to  the  best  course  to  adopt.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  continuous  and  active 
Research  work  will  eventually  find  a remedy,  and  until  such  is  found,  it  is  a 
duty  to  enlighten  the  public  as  to  the  preventive  measures  to  be  taken,  the 
first  and  foremost  of  which  must  be  to  consult  the  family  medical  attendant 
when  any  unnatural  lump  or  haemorrhage  (loss  of  blood)  is  discovered.  If 
this  simple  advice  is  carried  out  and  scientific  treatment  procured,  very 
many  lives  can  be  saved.  The  application  of  irritating  substances  to  the 
human  body  should  be  avoided,  e.g.,  food  which  is  too  hot  or  causes  indigest- 
ion, the  smoking  of  pipes  whose  stems  irritate  the  lips,  teeth  which  irritate 
the  mouth  or  tongue  should  also  be  attended  to. 

Maternal  Deaths. — During  1925  there  were  10  maternal  deaths,  or  at  a 
rate  of  5.4  per  1,000  registered  births  ; 3 in  the  Urban  and  7 in  the  Rural 
Districts.  The  death-rate  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  is  low  in  comparison  to 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  but  the  rate  for  “Other  Accidents  of 
Pregnancy  ” is  higher.  All  maternal  deaths  have  been  the  subject  of  special 
investigation,  and  the  remedy  for  reducing  this  very  high  maternal  mor- 
tality is  within  the  reach  of  the  public. 

Every  woman  who  is  about  to  become  a mother  should,  at  the  earliest 
opportunity,  consult  the  Health  Visitor  (District  Nurse)  or  Midwife  in  the 
area  where  she  resides.  She  will  then  be  able  to  obtain  advice  as  to  medical 
attention  and  institutional  treatment  which  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  for  complicated  Maternity  cases  as  accommodation  has  been  reserved 
in  four  institutions  for  this  purpose. 

Other  causes  of  death. — Heart  Disease,  Arterio  Sclerosis,  and  Cerebral 
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Haemorrhage. — The  number  of  deaths  from  the  above  diseases  was  476,  or 
one-fourth  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  prac- 
tically the  same  number  of  men  and  women  died  from  Heart  Disease  during 
1925,  but  nearly  twice  as  many  women  died  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 
(“  Stroke -Apoplexy.”) 

As  pointed  out  in  my  report  for  1924,  many  lives  would  be  prolonged  if 
persons  (over  40  years  of  age)  would  make  it  a rule  to  be  medically  exam- 
ined once  a year,  and  carry  out  the  advice  given  by  the  medical  practitioners. 

Deaths  from  Influenza. — There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Influenza,  as  compared  with  1924. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this 
disease  was  8,  a rate  of  .06  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with 
the  following  for  previous  years  : —

This  disease,  although  not  accountable  for  many  deaths  in  this  County,  is 
one  which  leaves  those  who  recover  from  it,  in  such  a condition  that  institut- 
ional care  is  frequently  necessary,  and  the  time  is  near  when  special  institut- 
ions will  have  to  be  provided  for  such  cases. 

• 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — This  very  important  work  is  being  grad- 
ually developed,  and  the  County  is  well  supplied  with  Midwives,  who  co- 
operate in  the  Child  Welfare  Work. 

Ante-natal  period.— It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  confinements  in 
which  “ Trained  Women  ” were  in  attendance  as  Midwives  or  Maternity 
Nurses  was  between  75%  and  80%  of  all  registered  births.  During  my 
inspections  of  the  Midwives,  I found  that  ante -natal  visits  were  paid  to 
nearly  all  the  cases  where  the  nurse  attended,  except  in  emergency  cases, 
where  the  services  of  the  nurse  were  called  in  without  being  previously 
engaged. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  each  case  varied  and  mainly  depended 
upon  the  time  that  the  nurse  was  engaged  by  the  Expectant  Mother,  and 
also  whether  the  ante -natal  period  was  normal  or  not. 

The  Urine  of  practically  every  Expectant  Mother  was  examined  by  the 
Nurses,  and  the  average  number  of  tests  per  case  was  three. 

In  many  districts  the  nurse  has  a store  of  bed  clothing,  baby  clothes, 
etc.,  which  she  distributes  to  necessitous  cases. 

Milk  and  free  medical  advice  is  also  provided  for  in  the  Scheme. 

Infant  Visitation. — Thiere  is  a steady  improvement  in  the  notification 
of  births,  but,  owing  to  the  responsibility  of  notification  being  placed  on  too 
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many  people,  it  frequently  happens  for  cases  to  be  inadvertently  overlooked. 

The  Scheme  provides  that  all  infants  be  visited,  and  record  card*  kept 
of  each  case.  The  County  Medical  Officer  is  advised  when  the  services  of 
the  Health  Visitor  are  not  required  by  the  mother.  A minimum  of  six 
visits  is  required  to  be  paid  to  the  Infants  during  the  first  and  second  years 
and  two  visits  in  the  third  and  fourth  years.  This  work  is  well  carried  out, 
and  except  in  a few  districts  the  babies  are  frequently  weighed. 

Hospital  treatment,  Milk,  Virol,  etc.  are  supplied,  provided  the  parents 
fill  in  the  “ Form  of  Application  for  Assistance,”  which  the  County  Medical 
Officer  scrutinises  and  countersigns  if  in  order.  This  form  gives  all  inform- 
ation as  to  the  income  of  a family  from  all  sources. 

The  following  Scale  is  used  in  deciding  whether  free  issues  are  to  b# 
given  or  not  : —

Infant  Clinics. — There  are  19  Infant  Clinics  established  in  the  County, 
which  are  under  the  supervision  of  voluntary  Local  Committees,  some  of 
the  members  being  also  members  of  the  Local  Nursiqg  Associations,  Board 
of  Guardians,  or  other  bodies  dealing  with  Child  Welfare  work. 

The  Medical  Officers  to  the  Clinics  are  general  practitioners,  who  attend 
fortnightly  or  monthly.  In  the  urban  and  populous  rural  areas,  a rota  of 
medical  officers  is  formed,  whereby  each  doctor  attends  for  a period  of  not 
less  than  six  months.  In  some  rural  districts,  a general  practitioner  may  be 
the  medical  officer  to  two  or  three  Infant  Clinics. 

The  good  work  is  being  carried  out  under  great  difficulty  in  some 
areas,  e.g.,  long  distances  for  the  mothers  to  bring  their  babies  ; the  accom- 
modation in  some  of  the  Clinics  is  not  what  one  wo^ld  desire,  and  the  in- 
clement winter  weather.  All  these  are  deterrents  to  good  clinic  routine, 
but  in  spite  of  all  the  drawbacks  the  work  goes  on,  and  this  is  due  to  the 
zeal  of  the  mothers,  the  voluntary  helpers  and  officials. 

Llandudno  have  erected  a General  Clinic  Centre  on  an  excellent  site, 
which  is  the  gift  of  Lord  Mostyn,  at  a cost  of  nearly  £6,000,  and  the  Clinic 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  a few  months. 

Endeavours  have  also  been  made  to  acquire  suitable  premises  at  Bangor 
and  Caernarvon,  which  could  either  be  converted  into  or  utilised  as  General 
Clinic  premises.  In  other  centres,  the  Local  Education  Authority,  Borough 
and  District  Councils,  Library  Committees,  and  Deacons  of  Chapels,  have 
kindly  granted  the  use  of  premises  for  Clinic  purposes  at  a nominal  rent. 

The  Committees  of  War  Memorial  Halls  have  also  been  most  considerate 
and  have  allowed  the  Clinics  to  be  held  in  the  Halls. 
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Full  benefit  cannot  be  derived  from  the  work  unti.  : — 

1.  Properly  equipped  Clinics  are  established,  as  in  some  of  the  centres, 
the  mothers  will  not  undress  the  babies  on  account  of  the  cold  and  for  other 
reasons. 

2.  Again,  the  expectant  mothers  who  visit  the  Clinic  Centres  are  few, 
but  the  attendance  would  improve  if  the  clinic  was  properly  equipped  for 
ante -natal  work. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK,  ETC.  ADMINISTERED  BY  THE  COUNTY 
COUNCIL  AND  MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT 
AND  TREAT  DISEASES. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

(A) .  Southern  District. — Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Galltysil,  Caer- 
narvon. This  Hospital,  which  serves  the  Caernarvon  and  Pwllheli  Boroughs, 
the  Criccieth  and  Portmadoc  Urban  Districts,  and  the  Gwyrfai,  Glaslyn  and 
Lleyn  Rural  Districts,  has  accommodation  for  14  beds  and  2 cots. 

At  the  time  the  Hospital  was  purchased  by  the  County  Council  from  the 
Caernarvon  Town  Council,  a report  was  submitted  calling  attention  to  the 
additional  accommodation  required  for  the  patients  and  staff,  and  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  a new  system  of  drainage  and  better  lighting  and 
heating  plants. 

The  County  Council  have  had  plans  prepared  by  the  County  Surveyor 
and  have  resolved  that  an  expenditure  of  £2,500  be  incurred  on  the  improve- 
ments urgently  required  at  the  Hospital,  provided  such  plans  and  expenditure 
are  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Welsh  Board  of  Health). 

(B) .  Isolation  Accommodation — Northern  District. — The  population  of 
the  Northern  District  of  the  County  is  58,660  (Urban  43,033,  Rural  15,627), 
and  the  following  Isolation  accommodation  is  provided  : —

(C.)  Smallpox. — The  County  Hospital  at  Glan’rafon,  near  Caernarvon, 
which  has  accommodation  for  12  beds  is  administered  by  the  County  Council 
and  is  kept  in  readiness  for  the  admission  of  patients,  at  short  notice. 

The  Medical  Officer,  Nursing  Staff,  Porter  and  Ambulance  at  the  Gallt- 
ysil  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  available  for  the  Smallpox  Hospital. 

The  provision  of  a new  water  supply  and  drainage  system  is  under 
consideration. 

One  suspected  case  of  smallpox  was  admitted  during  the  year,  which 
was  subsequently  diagnosed  as  Chicken  Pox. 

Nursing  Service. 

The  revised  Nursing  Service  Scheme  which  received  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
September,  1924. 

The  County  Nursing  Service  is  supervised  by  a Committee  representing 
the  following  Bodies  : — 

County  Health  Committee — 7 members. 

Local  Education  Authority — 7 members. 

County  Nursing  Association — 7 members. 

The  following  is  the  Scheme  adopted  : — 

(1)  That  the  present  Superintendent  (Mies  M.  Dennis  Jones)  be  appointed 
County  Superintendent  to  supervise  and  organise  the  entire  nursing 
service  and  that  the  County  Nursing  Association  will  make  a contri- 
bution of  £50  towards  her  salary  and  expenses,  and  that  following 
the  adoption  of  this  Scheme,  every  effort  be  made  to  see  that  a 
second  nurse  is  established  at  Conway,  Llanfairfechan  and  Pwllheli,  as  soon 
as  practicable  and  that  the  position  at  Bethesda  and  Nantlle  Vale  be  care- 
fully reviewed  at  an  early  date. 

(2)  That  the  contribution  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  be  allocated 
as  follows  : £25  salary,  which  will  be  in  addition  to  the  salary  payable  by 
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the  Comity  Council,  and  that  this  contribution  will  not  interfere  with  the 
scale  of  salary  now  paid  to  the  Superintendent,  and  the  balance  of  £25  to  be 
paid  to  the  County  Council  towards  her  travelling  expenses. 

(3)  That  application  be  made  to  the  County  Maternity  and  Child  Wel- 
fare Committee  to  make  provision  in  their  Estimates  for  next  year  for  a sum 
of  £150  for  the  purpose  of  making  grants  for  establishing  nurses  in  the  districts 
referred  to. 

(4)  That  the  termination  of  this  Scheme  be  subject  to  3 months’  notice 
by  the  County  Nursing  Association  or  by  the  County  Authority. 

(5)  That  the  following  List  of  Duties  of  the  Superintendent  be 
approved,  viz  : — 

i.  To  inspect  and  supervise  all  sick  nursing,  midwifery,  School 
and  Health  work. 

ii.  To  help  to  train  the  Nurses  in  methods  and  clerical  work  as 
they  require  it.  (N.B. — Nurses  in  their  first  12  months  to  be 
visited  about  every  month  or  6 weeks). 

iii.  To  select  the  required  number  of  candidates  for  training  each 
year  for  submission  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the 
approval  of  the  Joint  County  Nursing  Committee. 

iv.  To  arrange  with  the  North  Wales  Nursing  Association  for 
such  training  and  to  place  the  nurses  in  the  various  districts 
when  trained. 

v.  To  keep  in  close  touch  with  Honorary  Secretaries  by  seeing 
them  when  visiting  the  districts. 

vi.  To  open  up  any  districts  still  without  nurses  and  to  help 
Associations  to  organise  to  procure  a second  nurse  when  re- 
quired. 

vii.  To  be  in  attendance  in  the  County  Buildings  when  the  Joint 
County  Nursing  Committee  meets  to  give  reports  and  any 
other  information  required  by  the  Committee. 

viii.  To  submit  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  a report  of  the  work 
performed,  who  will  then  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Joint 
County  Nursing  Committee. 

(6)  That  the  Superintendent  be  allowed  one  week’s  leave  of  absence 
to  enable  her  to  visit  for  instructional  purposes  the  Headquarters  of  the 
Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute,  and  that  arrangements  be  made  for  her 
expenses  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Nursing  Training  Fund. 

(7)  That  the  revised  Scheme  should  come  into  operation  on  the  1st 
September,  1924. 

(8)  That  the  Inspectors  of  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute  be 
requested  to  notify  the  County  Medical  Officer  when  visiting  the  County  to 
inspect  their  Nurses. 

(9)  That  the  revised  Scheme  be  submitted  to  the  County  Health  Com- 
mittee and  the  Education  Medical  Inspection  Committee. 
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The  County  is  well  supplied  with  Nurses  and  Midwives,  and  only  one 
district  (Dolwyddelen)  is  without  the  services  of  a trained  midwife.  This 
district  is  served  by  a midwife,  registered  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902, 
whose  record  is  good.  She  has  been  over  40  years  in  practice,  and  has  not 
had  one  maternal  death  during  this  long  period.  She  has  been  trained  in 
the  use  of  antiseptics  and  the  taking  of  temperature,  etc. 

The  County  Superintendent  Nurse  inspects  the  nurses  in  all  their  work 
(i.e.,  General  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Public  Health  duties),  and,  if  such  a 
course  is  necessary,  the  County  Medical  Officer  inspects  the  work  of  the 
nurses  once  a year  or  oftener. 

Whole  time  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  in  the  service  of  the 
County  Council  are  engaged  in  Bangor,  Caernarvon  and  Llandudno,  and 
co-operate  with  the  District  Nurses.  The  ante-natal  work  in  these  towns  is 
undertaken  by  the  Midwives  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  and  also 
the  independent  midwives,  who  report  all  the  cases  to  the  Health  Visitors. 

In  all  the  other  districts,  the  whole  of  the  Child  Welfare  and  Maternity 
work  is  undertaken  by  the  District  Nursing  Association. 

In  the  most  populous  areas,  Queen’s  Nurses  are  engaged,  but  Village 
Nurses,  who  possess  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  have 
received  modified  Hospital  Training,  are,  as  a rule,  engaged  in  Rural  Dis- 
tricts. 

The  Scheme  of  work  in  this  County  is  gradually  getting  on  a satisfactory 
footing. 

A rule  has  recently  been  made  that  a Nurse  cannot  be  established  in  any 
district  without  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  County 
Superintendent  Nurse,  and  this  will  greatly  assist  in  securing  the  services  of 
the  most  suitable  nurses  for  the  districts. 

The  work  of  the  Nurses,  both  General  Nursing  and  Public  Health  Duties 
can  be  described  as  satisfactory,  and  in  many  districts,  it  is  excellent. 

The  average  number  of  visits  paid  to  cases  by  nurses  in  Urban  and 
populous  areas  is  as  follows  : — 

General  Nursing  ...  ...  9 to  10  per  day. 

Public  Health  Work  ...  ...  5 to  6 ” 

and  in  rural  areas,  the  average  is  as  follows  : — 

General  Nursing  ...  5 to  6 visits  per  day. 

Public  Health  Work  ...  5 to  6 visits  per  day. 

Venereal  Diseases  Scheme.- — Caernarvonshire,  Anglesey  and  Merioneth- 
shire Joint  Scheme  for  the  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases. 

This  Scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1917,  and  good  work  has  been  per- 
formed as  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  in  the  Report.  The  Scheme  is 
administered  by  representatives  appointed  by  the  three  County  Councils. 

There  are  many  deterrents  to  treatment,  but  owing  to  the  close  co- 
operation that  exists  between  County  Medical  Officers  and  the  General 
Practitioners,  the  number  of  patients  who  avail  themselves  of  the  free  treat- 
ment is  generally  satisfactory.  The  cost  of  treatment,  however,  is  as  on© 
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might  expect,  higher  in  rural  counties  like  Caernarvon,  Anglesey  and  Mer- 
ioneth,  than  in  Urban  or  thickly  populated  areas. 

The  cost  of  administration,  etc.  is  charged  on  the  population  basis 
against  the  three  County  Councils. 

The  summary  of  the  work  performed  in  respect  of  Caernarvonshire 
cases  since  1917  is  embodied  in  the  report,  from  which  it  willl  be  seen  that  the 
treatment  is  appreciated  and  good  advantage  is  taken  of  the  facilities  offered. 

The  Medical  profession  have  rendered  very  valuable  assistance  and 
co-operate  in  the  work. 

All  the  medical  men  practising  in  the  County  have  been  circularised 
and  full  information  is  given  of  the  facilities  under  the  Pub  ic  Health  Service, 
including  the  Genito  Urinary  Clinic.  The  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
and  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  acquainted  with  the  facilities  for  treatment  at 
the  Clinic,  and  consult  the  County  Medical  Officer  concerning  any  suspected 
cases,  which  come  to  their  knowledge. 

The  Sister  in  Charge  of  the  Genito  Urinary  Clinic  communicates  with 
patients  who  neglect  to  attend  the  Clinic  before  completing  the  course  of 
treatment,  and  when  she  fails  to  obtain  satisfaction,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  is  informed.  The  In-patient  Wards  have  been  most  helpful,  especially 
for  pregnant  women,  who  are  infected  with  Syphilis  or  Gonorrhea,  as  such 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  V.  D.  Maternity  Ward  and  confined  at  the  In- 
firmary. Again,  all  infants  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are 
treated  at  the  Clinic  with  excellent  results. 

The  present  Scheme  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  area,  and  the  number 
of  General  Practitioners  who  are  entitled  to  a free  supply  of  Arsenobenzol, 
etc.  is  increasing,  the  number  who  availed  themselves  of  approved  sub- 
stitutes during  the  year  was  6. 

Lectures  on  General  Hygiene  have  been  given  in  many  centres  in  the 
County,  and  these  diseases,  their  dangers  and  after  effects  were  specially 
referred  to. 

In  the  reconstruction  of  the  Infirmary,  a new  V.  D.  Out-patient  Clinic 
has  been  equipped.  The  entrance  to  the  Clinic  is  now  by  a side  door,  which 
is  private,  and  the  new  wards  (male  and  female)  are  a great  improvemet  on 
the  old  ones,  as  the  whole  of  the  Clinic  and  wards  are  in  a separate  block 
from  the  Infirmary. 


Motor  Ambulance  Service. 

Caernarvon. — The  County  Council  have  provided  an  Ambulance  for  the 
Galltysil  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  This  ambulance  is  also,  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  utilised  for  other  work,  including  the  removal  of  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  diseases.

Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913. — The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  adminis- 
t?red  by  a Statutory  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  who  have  provided 
Institutions,  one  for  adult  Mental  Defectives  at  Penrhyndeudraeth  and  one 
for  Juvenile  Mental  Defectives  at  Bodfan,  Caernarvon.  It  is,  however j 
generally  recognised  that  a combined  scheme,  for  the  North  Wales  Counties  is 
desirable,  and  Conferences  have  been  held  between  representatives  of  the 
North  Wales  County  Councils  and  the  Denbigh  Mental  Hospital  Authorities, 
with  a view  to  providing  an  Institution  for  all  cases  from  the  six  counties  of 
North  Wales,  where  the  patients  could  be  graded  and  properly  trained. 

A Conference  has  also  been  held  between  the  representatives  of  the 
Local  Education  Authorities  in  North  Wales  for  the  purpose  of  arriving,  if 
possible,  at  some  joint  arrangement  for  providing  institutional  treatment 
for  defective  children,  including  educable  mental  defectives,  and  a further 
Conference  is  shortly  to  be  held. 

The  policy  of  the  County  Mental  Deficiency  Committee  is  to  place  in 
Institutions  all  cases  who  are  a source  of  danger  to  themselves  or  to  the 
community,  and  also  to  place  under  guardianship,  harmless  cases,  who  can 
be  well  looked  after  at  home. 

I may  also  point  out  that  periodical  reports  are  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  patients  placed  in  Institut- 
ions, and  patients  who  are  granted  leave  of  absence,  on  trial.  If  the  conduct 
of  the  cases  on  leave,  who  are  visited  by  the  County  Superintendent  Nurse  is 
satisfactory,  their  leave  of  absence  is  extended  by  the  Committee.

Blind  Persons  Act,  1920.' — The  present  arrangements  for  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  is  as  follows  : — 

The  County  Councils  of  North  Wales  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
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North  Wales  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  for  carrying  out,  on  their 
behalf  the  provisions  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act  in  regard  to  the  visitation 
and  teaching  of  the  Blind  at  their  homes,  at  an  agreed  grant  of  £2  10s.  per 
annum  in  respect  of  every  blind  person  whose  name  is  submitted  by  the 
County  Council  to  the  Society. 

The  training  of  juvenile  and  adult  bind  is  undertaken  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority,  and  all  such  cases  as  are  considered  suitable  for  train- 
ing have  been  placed  in  Institutions. 

Children  in  training,  3 ; Adults  in  training,  8. 

A Conference  of  Representatives  of  the  North  Wales  Local  Education 
Authorities  was  recenty  held,  when  a strong  feeling  prevaied  that  a Blind 
School  should  be  established  in  North  Wales,  and  a further  Conference  is 
shortly  to  be  held. 

With  regard  to  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  steps  are  taken  to 
remove  these  cases  to  Hospital  for  treatment,  and  this  will  be  the  means,  no 
doubt,  of  considerably  reducing  the  incidence  of  blind  persons  in  the  County. 

The  report  of  the  North  Wales  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  is 
incorporated  in  this  report,  and  on  the  whole  the  work  is  well  carried  out, 
but  closer  co-operation  between  the  County  Health  Staff  and  the  Home 
Teachers  of  the  Society  would  prove  beneficial,  and  this  is  now  under  con- 
sideration by  the  County  Councils. 

The  fixing  of  a minimum  living  allowance  for  registered  Blind  Persons 
is  also  receiving  attention,  and  a report  on  the  financial  circumstances  of 
each  individual  is  being  prepared. 

Food  Supply. — In  1924,  the  County  Health  Committee  had  under 
consideration  a recommendation  to  appoint  one  Food  Inspector  for  the 
whole  County,  and  although  the  Committee  agreed  with  this  recommendation, 
it  was  afterwards  found  that  legal  difficulties  would  arise  and  consequently 
no  action  was  taken. 

The  present  position  is  that  the  Sanitary  Authorities  are  responsible  for 
dealing  with  the  storage  and  condemnation  of  food,^  whilst  the  County 
Council  is  the  responsible  authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for 
taking  samples  and  legal  proceedings.  With  the  exception  of  the  Bangor 
and  Llandudno  districts,  very  few  samples  of  food  have  been  taken  by  the 
Sanitary  Authorities. 

The  County  Inspectors  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  have  other  oner- 
ous duties  to  perform  in  addition  to  this  work,  and  although  their  reports 
show  that  much  good  work  is  being  carried  out,  yet  it  cannot  be  expected 
that  they  can  cope  with  this  work  efficiently,  when  one  takes  into  consider- 
ation the  very  large  number  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  which  are  scat- 
tered all  over  the  County. 

Then,  again,  there  are  hundreds  of  establishments  selling  prepared 
human  food. 
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The  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1915,  places  additional  responsibilities  on  the 
County  Inspectors,  which  are  likely  to  be  very  important  in  the  future. 
Again,  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925,  will 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1927,  and  County  Council  Inspectors 
will  be  the  officers  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order  1925,  which  is  administered  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  has  to  be  worked  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Act,  1915,  which  is  administered  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and 
this  will  also  increase  the  dutires  of  the  County  Inspectos. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  whereby  the  preparation, 
storage  and  quality  of  the  food  of  the  nation  should  be  in  charge  of  a central 
authority  with  trained  men  for  carrying  out  the  work. 

General  Remarks. 

I wish  to  call  attention  to  the  following  matters  : — 

1.  The  ever  increasing  road  traffic  must  be  seriously  considered  from 
a sanitary  point  of  view.  Public  conveniences  for  passengers  ought  to  be 
erected  at  a convenient  place  in  villages  and  towns,  where  public  motor 
conveyances  are  advertised  to  stop. 

2.  Cancer. — The  public  would  derive  great  benefit  if  lectures  were 
given  on  Cancer  in  all  villages  and  towns  in  the  County  and  advice  given  as 
to  what  course  to  adopt. 

3.  Tuberculosis — “ After-  Care.  ” — It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  all 
Social  Bodies  will  assist  the  recently  formed  “After-Care  ” Committee. 

Disinfection. — It  is  to  be  feared  that  in  many  instances  the  bedding  of 
infected  persons  are  not  disinfected  or  destroyed  after  the  death  of  a person. 
This  work  cannot  be  satisfactorily  carried  out  in  South  Caernarvonshire,  as 
the  nearest  disinfecting  station  is  at  Caernarvon.  I recommend  that  a dis- 
infecting plant  be  established  at  Pwllheli. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Health  Committee  and  my  co  leagues  for  their  assistance  in 
carrying  out  this  important  work.

Surgical  After-Care  Scheme . — The  close  co-operation  with  the  North 
Wales  Sanatorium  in  the  After-Care  of  surgical  cases  has  been  continued  by 
the  regular  visits  of  the  After-Care  Surgeon. 

Notification  of  Tuberculous  Cases. — This  question  has  been  receiving  the 
serious  attention  of  one  County  Health  Authority,  with  a view  to  an  im- 
provement. 

The  obligation  on  our  part  is  to  notify  when  there  is  reason  to  believe 
{fiat  no  previous  notification  by  the  general  practitioner  has  been  made, 
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Our  practice,  however,  is  to  notify  every  single  new  tuberculous  case  seen 
to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and,  further,  a weekly  return  of  all 
new  tuberculous  cases  is  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

This  practice  does  not,  in  any  way,  remove  from  the  general  practitioner 
his  legal  obligation  to  notify. 

Disinfection,  dkc. — This  duty  belongs  entirely  to  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority.  On  the  removal  of  a patient  to  hospital,  every  effort  is  made  to 
notify  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  the  date  of  admission  to  hospital,  so 
that  the  Sanitary  Authority  can  visit  the  house  on  the  actual  day  of  removal 
to  give  advice  re  disinfection  and  fresh  occupation  of  the  infected  rooms. 

Work  in  the  Area. — It  is  gratifying  to  find  an  increasing  demand  for  the 
Association’s  unique  facilities  in  the  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  isolation  of 
tuberculous  cases. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases 
examined,  the  total  being  603.  A heavy  year  in  the  area  has  been  made 
pleasant  by  the  continued  excellent  support  I have  received  from  Dr.  Santon 
Gilmour  and  Sister  Harding,  and  by  the  courtesy  shown  by  practitioners 
and  public  officials. 

The  603  new  Caernarvonshire  cases  seen  are  divided  as  follows  : —

The  admission  of  advanced  open  pulmonary  cases  has  also  been  en- 
couraged.

Institutions,  and  I wish  to  thank  them  for  their  help. 

Bryn  Seiont. — The  X-Ray  outfit  has  continued  to  be  of  very  great 
value,  133  cases  being  examined  by  this  means. 

The  electric  light  plant  is  feeling  the  strain  of  its  years  of  good  service, 
and  the  further  supply  of  power  to  the  Institution  is  now  under  consideration. 

A wireless  set  has  been  installed  through  the  kindness  of  Caernarvonshire 
friends. 

Llangefni. — The  very  poor  water  supply  of  Llangefni  Town  has  caused 
great  anxiety  at  times  in  the  administration  of  this  Hospital.  It  has  seriously 
interfered  with  the  work  of  the  staff  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  patientsf 
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The  work  put  in  the  grounds  is  now  showing  results  by  the  very  marked 
change  in  the  surroundings  of  the  Hospital  produced  by  the  growing  trees, 
bushes,  and  plants. 

Generous  friends  from  the  island  have  presented  a wireless  set  to  the 
Hospital.  • 

Penhesgyn. — During  the  year  the  dry-system  has  been  replaced  by  a 
water- carrying  system  of  drainage. 

The  school  continues  to  flourish,  and  a wireless  set  has  been  procured 
from  the  surplus  funds  obtained  by  the  annual  sales  of  the  children’s  work.

CINEMATOGRAPH  ACT 


Regulations,  Etc. 

Admission  of  Children. 

No  child  under  5 years  of  age  to  be  admitted  to  a Cinematograph  per- 
formance, except  in  afternoon  performances  terminating  not  later  than 
5 p.m. 

Children  apparently  between  the  age  of  5 and  14  years,  unless  accom- 
panied by  and  in  charge  of  their  parents  or  an  adult,  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  any  exhibition  of  pictures  commencing  at  or  later  than,  or  continuing 
after,  the  hour  of  7 o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Managers  shall  place  prominent  notices  at  the  entrance  of  every 
Cinema  Hall  drawing  attention  to  the  existing  Regulations  for  the  admission 
of  children. 

The  notices  can  be  obtained  free  of  charge  upon  application  to  the 
Licensing  Authority. 

Inducement  to  Children. 

The  giving  away  of  sweets,  cakes,  souvenirs,  &c.  by  way  of  inducement 
to  children  under  17  years  of  age  is  strictly  forbidden. 

School  Attendance  Officer. 

That  free  admission  be  extended  to  this  officer  to  carry  out  duties  im- 
posed upon  him  by  the  Licensing  Authority. 

No  Exhibitions  on  Sundays. 

The  premises  shall  not  be  open  for  exhibition  on  Sundays. 

Exhibitions  on  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day. 

On  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day,  no  Film  depicting  comedy  or 
crime  shall  be  exhibited. 

Intoxicating  Liquors. 

No  Intoxicating  Liquors  shall  be  sold,  disposed  of  or  consumed  on  the 
premises. 
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Fire  Extinguishers. 

Fire  extinguishers  shall  be  kept  on  the  premises. 

Where  Exits  are  by  Stairways,  a competent  person  shall  be  in  attendance 
during  the  performance. 

Inflammable  Draperies.  Etc. 

No  inflammable  draperies,  screens,  or  decorations  shall  be  used  on  the 
premises. 

Closing  Hour. 

The  exhibition  therin  shall  cease  at  not  later  than  11  o’clock  p.m., 
and  the  premises  be  closed  at  or  before  this  hour. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

School  pupils  shall  not  be  admitted  during  the  existence  of  any  Infectious 
or  Contagious  Disease  in  the  locality,  provided  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
in  writing  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Licensee. 

Exhibition  of  Films , Etc. 

1.  No  Film  shall  be  shown  which  is  likely  to  be  injurious  to  morality 
or  to  encourage  or  incite  to  crime,  or  to  lead  to  disorder,  or  to  be  offensive 
to  public  feeling,  or  which  contains  any  offensive  representations  of  living 
persons.  If  the  licensing  authority  serve  a notice  on  the  Licensee  that  they 
object  to  the  exhibition  of  any  film  on  any  of  the  grounds  afore  said, that 
film  shall  not  be  shewn. 

2.  Films  which  have  been  examined  by  any  person  on  behalf  of  the 
licensing  authority  shall  be  exhibited  exactly  in  the  form  in  which  they  were 
passed  for  exhibition,  without  any  alterations  or  additions,  unless  the  consent 
of  the  licensing  authority  to  such  alterations  or  additions  has  previously 
been  obtained. 

3.  No  poster,  advertisement,  sketch,  synopsis  or  programme  of  a film 
shall  be  displayed,  sold  or  supplied  either  inside  or  outside  the  premises  which 
is  likely  to  be  injurious  to  morality  or  to  encourage  or  to  incite  to  crime,  or  to 
lead  to  disorder,  or  to  be  offensive  to  public  feeling,  or  which  contains  any 
offensive  representations  of  living  persons. 

4.  No  film,  other  than  photographs  of  current  events,  which  has  not  been 
passed  for  “universal”  or  “public”  exhibition  by  the  Britich  Board  of  Film 
Censors  shall  be  exhibited  without  the  express  consent  of  the  Council. 

5.  No  film,  other  than  photographs  of  current  events,  which  has  not 
been  passed  for  universal  exhibition  by  the  British  Board  of  Film  Censors 
shall  be  exhibited  in  the  premises  without  the  express  consent  of  the  Council 
during  the  time  that  any  child  under,  or  appearing  to  be  under,  the  age  of 
16  years  is  therein. 

Provided  that  this  condition  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any  child 
who  is  accompanied  by  a parent  or  bona  fide  adult  guardian  of  such  child. 

Screens, 

All  Screens  shall  be  at  a distance  of  not  less  than  15  feet  from  the  Audience 
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Gangways. 

The  Managers  shall  at  all  times  maintain  clear  and  unobstructed  passages 
of  the  minimum  width  of  3/  6"  longitudinally  which  shall  be  at  such  distances 
apart,  so  that  no  person  shall  be  seated  more  than  12  feet  from  such  gangway 
(measuring  with  the  line  of  seats)  and  cross  passages  of  the  full  width  of 
doorways  at  each  exit. 

Lighting. 

By  day,  that  the  Auditorium  be  provided  with  sufficient  glazed  windows 
to  admit  daylight  into  every  part  thereof,  and  that  “ shutters  or  blinds  ” be 
used  to  exclude  daylight  during  Performances  only. 

By  night,  the  Auditorium  and  exits  therefrom  to  the  outside  of  the 
building,  and  all  parts  of  the  building  to  which  the  public  are  admitted,  shall 
throughout  be  adequately  indicated  and  illuminated  (hereinafter  called 
safety  lights)  during  the  whole  time  the  public  are  present. 

The  premises  shall  be  fitted  up  with  two  systems  of  Lighting,  in  cases 
where  Gas  and  Electric  Light  are  available,  i.e.,  from  a separate  source 
arranged  for  emergency  purposes,  so  that  each  system  will  light  every  “ safety 
light  ’ point.  Both  systems  to  be  regularly  used  as  follows  during  perfor- 
mances : — first  system  for  safety  lighting,  and  the  second  system  lor  General 
Lighting. 

Where  the  general  lighting  of  the  premises  can  be  controlled  from  within 
the  enclosure,  there  shall  also  be  separate  and  independent  means  of  control 
outside  of  and  away  from  the  enclosure. 

Gleaning. 

All  Halls  and  other  offices  appertaining  thereto  shall  be  brushed  daily 
and  acrubbed  out  weekly. 

(b)  Cleaning. — All  Halls  shall  be  brushed  daily  and  scrubbed  out  weekly 
Sanitary  Conveniences. 

Every  Hall  should  have,  at  least,  one  Sanitary  Convenience  for  Ladies 
within  the  building,  and  one  for  men  within  reasonable  distance  (about  100 
yards)  of  the  Hall. 

Spitting. 

Notices  shall  be  exhibited  in  each  Hall  strictly  prohibiting  Spitting. 
Touting. 

Touting  or  shouting  outside  the  Halls  by  the  Licensee  or  employees 
is  forbidden. 

• 

Caretakers ’ Address. 

Whether  the  custodian  lives  on  the  premises,  or  not,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  Manager  or  Company,  to  provide  a painted  sign-board,  having  legibly 
painted  thereon  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom  the  key  may 
be  obtained  in  case  of  fire,  or  other  emergency.  Such  board  to  be  fixed  out- 
side the  Main  Entrance  or  if  such  be  practicable,  where  it  will  also  be  visible 
at  night. 

The  notices  can  be  obtained  free  of  charge  upon  application  to  the  Licen-

BODVAN  MENTAL  HOME. 

The  Caernarvonshire  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Guardians  of  the  Caernarvon  Union  for  the  admission  into  the  Bodvan 
Institution  of  mental  defective  cases  at  a charge  of  £l/3/4f  per  week  per  case. 

The  Institution  is  approved  under  Section  37  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Act,  1913,  for  the  reception  of  15  male  and  15  female  mental  defectives.  In 
the  case  of  males  the  age  should  not  exceed  10  years  at  the  date  of  application 
but  females  may  be  accepted  up  to  16  years  of  age.

— Grants  of  £58  15  6 were  given 
for  equipping  home  workers  with  tools.  Repairs  made  to  knitting  machines 
Bundles  of  Willows  supp’ied ; together  with  cotton,  wool,  cane,  machine 
needles,  pressing  boards,  etc. 

Applications  made  for  O.A.P.:  Parish  Relief -increase  of:  and  other 

Grants. — Applications  made  for  O.A.P.  for  24  cases;  for  P.R.  for  16  cases;  for 
increase  of  P.R.  for  3 cases  ; Applications  made  for  One  “ Wing  ” Pension, 
Fifteen  Gardners  Trust  Pensions,  and  Four  Clothworkers  Co  Pensions.  The 
Society  gave  a grant  of  £20  to  a Conway  case  to  meet  a similar  grant  from  the 
Gardners  Trust.  The  Society  has  allocated  Pensions  of  2/6  per  week,  rec- 
ceived  from  N.  Western  Counties  Assn,  to  two  Caernarvonshire  Cases.

Notes. — Under  the  Society’s  Augmentation  of  wages  Scheme  the  sum 
of  £156  11  0 was  paid  to  Home  workers  in  the  County. 

A Sale  of  Work  was  held  at  Conway  in  February,  £27  worth  of  goods 
were  sold  and  several  orders  were  received.  Three  cases  demonstrated 
knitting,  basketry,  and  chairseating.  A Stall  was  also  held  at  the  Annual 
Show  at  Llanrwst. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  one  case  to  sit  for  an  entrance  examination 
(scholarship)  to  the  Royal  College  of  Music.  One  case  was  accepted  for 
training  at  Henshaw’s,  Manchester  ; One  case  was  taught  Braille  for  an 
examination  at  Norwood  College  for  the  Blind.  One  case  returned  home 
from  school  as  medically  unfit,  is  being  trained  at  home  by  Teacher.  One 

case  has  been  sent  to  Hardman  St.,  Liverpool  for  training.  One  case  has 

been  sent  to  Worcester  College  for  the  Blind.  Four  cases  won  five  first 
prizes  at  the  National  Eisteddfod,  Pwllheli  one  of  the  cases  was  taught  by  the 
Teacher,  and  has  since  proceeded  to  St.  Dunstan’s.  . , 

One  Teacher  spent  six  weeks  at  The  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Birmingham, 
for  a course  of  training.  All  the  teachers  are  now  fully  qualified  to  teach 
all  the  crafts  worked  by  the  Blind.  One  teacher  met  with  a serious  accident 

(motor)  while  visiting  the  Blind.  She  has  since  fully  recovered.  f 

Pensions  of  £5,  £25,  £10  were  obtained  for  three  cases  from  Clothworkers 
Company,  “ Wing  ” Pension  Society,  and  the  Gardners’  Trust,  respectively. 

Books  in  Braille  and  Moon  type  from  the  Society’s  Library  have  been 
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circulated  to  Blind  readers.  Several  new  cases  are  being  taught  to  read  and 
write  in  Braille.  The  Society  paid  the  annual  subscription  of  £5  to  the 
National  Library  for  the  Blind  for  an  unlimited  and  free  supply  of  Books 
from  the  Library. 

The  teachers  have  been  instructed  to  pay  special  attention  to  Home- 
workers and  Teaching  cases,  and  to  visit  them  as  frequently  as  possible. 

A lecture  was  given  to  the  Women’s  Institute  at  Dolwyddelen,  books, 
appliances  and  work  were  shewn  and  as  a result  goods  to  the  value  of  £4  16  0 
were  sold.  Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Committee  to  dispose  of  the 
articles  made  by  the  Blind.  The  Depot  at  75,  High  Street,  Bangor,  is  open 
daily  for  the  sale  of  these  goods. 

The  Teachers  have  visited  Medical  attendants,  Lady  visitors,  Pensions 
Officers  and  Relieving  Officers  with  reference  to  the  welfare  of  the  Blind.

During  the  year  53  samples  were  submitted  for  Analysis,  18  of  which 
were  samp’es  of  milk,  and  calculated  on  the  standard  of  3 per  cent,  of  fat 
and  8.5  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids.  5 samples  were  certified  not  to  be 
genuine.  Of  the  adulterated  samples  3 were  deficient  in  milk-fat  to  the 
extent  of  4%,  7%,  and  11%  respectively.  2 contained  11.3%  and  14% 
extraneous  water.  It  will  be  seen  from  that  2 adulterated  samples  were 
taken  in  1924,  and  that  the  cases  weretried  at  Conway  on  April  6th,  1925. 
13  samples  of  milk  which  were  reported  genuine  were  of  good  quality.  All 
the  other  samples  were  reported  to  be  genuine.

During  the  year  103  samples  of  Foods  were  submitted  for  analysis  and 
the  result  is  shown  on  another  page.  The  percentage  of  adulterated  samples 
is  still  very  high. 

Five  milk  dealers  were  prosecuted  for  selling  adulerated  milk  ; four 
were  convicted  and  one  case  was  dismissed. 

Many  other  milk  dealers  were  cautioned.  For  the  first  time  for  many 
years  all  the  milk  samples  were  free  from  sediment.  I am  pleased  to  report 
that,  undoubtedly,  farmers  and  dealers  exercise  more  care  in  milking  and 
in  handling  the  milk. 

One  farmer  was  fined  £3  and  costs  for  selling  butter  containing  a per- 
centage of  foreign  fat.  Two  other  informal  samples  of  butter  were  certified 
to  contain  12  and  15  per  cent,  repectively  of  foreign  fat.  I have  endevoured 
to  trace  the  original  sellers  of  these  samples  and  as  I have  every  reason  for 
believing  that  the  butter  was  sold  by  a farmer  in  the  County  I hope  soon 
to  be  able  to  obtain  a formal  sample. 

At  the  request  of  the  Inspector  for  Denbighshire  I took  one  sample 
of  milk  in  course  of  transit  from  a farm  in  the  Northern  District.  The 
sample  was  adulterated  to  the  extent  of  32.8  per  cent  of  added  water  and 
the  farmer  was  fined  £5  and  costs. 

Although  the  greater  part  of  the  butter  samples  were  reported  as  gem  Ur 
most  of  them  were  hardly  fit  for  consumption.  One  sample  especially 
was  most  objectionable,  containing  numerous  hairs,  pieces  of  linen  thread 
&c.’  Many  farmers  sadly  need  proper  training  in  butter-making. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  all  the  samples  were  free  from  preservatives.
